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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
references of record do not teach or suggest a method comprising: depositing a first 
bonding layer for covering the first marking and the first pattern, turning over the 
obtained structure following the deposition of the first bonding layer, suppressing the 
substrate; etching the first bonding layer in order to form a second marking at the 
location of the first marking; depositing a second pattern layer, a second lithography 
step for defining a location of a second pattern, with alignment of the second pattern 
location relatively to the second marking.
